Howard did not feel the effects of 


the blow at the time, but the next day 
he was troubled with a pain In the 
region of his heart.

to quit work and go to bed. He con- 
tinued work until yesterday when his 
condition forced him to quft and give 
himself up to the care of a doctor.

the result of cryst«ll*atlon at the Re- 
nd Power Light •& Water Company's 
aub station. 


Th« huge belt, 114 feet long, was torn 


like mere paper. 


A part of a wheel fully four feet In 


length shot upwards-and crashed en- 
tirely through the roof of the building, 
making a clean cut hole. 


Harry Galloway, the night electri- 


cian was oiling the machinery and had 
not stepped 
twenty-five 
feet away 


when the accident occurred and tho 
machinery went flying in ever^ direc- 
tion. 
It was a close call for him. 
The damage amounts to about $3000. 
The current was Immediately switch- 


ed, the auxiliary brought Into use and 
no customer has suffered in this city, 
though at Virginia City, Butters mine, 
Como mines and such oujslde points, 
there Is little or no current at the pre- 
sent time. 
The cause of the accident Is some- 


thing difficult to understand, yet liable 
to occur at any time and In any place. 
The huge steel counter shaft, which 
connects the generator with the tur- 
bine, broke, 
thus 
straining all the 


other section* of the machinery. 
It 


was a dilapidated looking plant yes- 
terday, but the company 
proved it- 


self equal to the emergency 
by hav- 


ing the auxiliary upon which to fall 
back.

Were It not for that ,Reno would 


have been In total darkness last night 
and for several nights, as far as elec- 
tric light Is concerned. 


Fortunately the city was not incon- 


venienced a particle as the result of 
this unforseen nnd serious accident. 


It goes without saying that thorough 


repairs are now under way. 
The company will soon have a tri- 


plicate Instead of a duplicate, connec- 
tion, or a unit, and It will be Impossible 
for Reno to be In darkness.
